One death is attributed directly 


to the 
violent 
electrical 
Storm 


which raged here throughout the 
greater part of Thursday 
night, 


accompanied by a terrific rain. 


Haley Gilmore, negro, aged 22, a 


cotton picker in the employ of Mr. 
Ervin, on the Hart farm, two miles 
southeast of Hope, was suffocated, 
a cotj,on house, half a bale of seed 
cotton and more than a bale of 
seed, destroyed in a blaze at about 
four o'clock this morning. 


The negro was sleeping in the 


cotton house. 
When 
Mr. 
Ervin, 


aroused by the flames, reached the 
scene and smashed the door, the 
negro was found lying against it. 
Only slight blisters were found on 
his legst, suffocation causing his 
death. ICrvin dragged him out of 
the building, but efforts to revive 
him failed. 


Dr. Weaver, coroner, and deputy 


sheriff Lewnllen conducted an in- 
quiry into the death but were un- 
able to 
clgtcrniinc^^whgther 
the 


building was struck by lightning 
and fired or whether the negro had 
lighted a lantern which in some 
way ignited the building and con- 
tents, though the former theory is 
held as most likely.
